The article said the laser 
transmitter was so sophisti- 
cated it permitted , identifi- 
cation of every individual 
voice in the room and could 
separate several simultane- 
ous conversations. 

The report said thaLthe 
device was removed in Au- 
gust, 1970, but that previous- 
ly it had escaped detection 
by the Secret Service
